Tlie 
eyes of the wliole Canadian Ru),'by 
world will he focusscd on the campus 
on Saturday and the excitement 
around the University will be at 
fever heat. McGill has got to win 
this game in order to win the Inter 
collegiate championship for n victory 
for Toronto will iiractieully cinch 
the chainpioiishii) for the blue nnd 
white: a Mctiill victory will ensure 
us at least a tic, (or even if Ottawa 
beats McCtiU in Ottawa it would 
mean a saw-ofT on neutral grounds. 
With an even lircak in liieli .Mctiill 
should emerue vicierions for there 
is no (loul)t tlial the team has im 
lU'oved enormously since they played 
Toronto and from all accounts Tor- 
onto has gone hack. But that it will 
be one of the hardest struggles in 
till' liislory of luu'hy on .M<'(lill cam- 
pus there can lie little ilunlit and it 
is likely to pi'cive one of Ihe most 
memorahle hutlles in local gridiron 
history. 

McGill has strengthened up In all 
departments of the gniiic in whieli 
she showed herself to he weak at 
Toronto. The most noticeahle ini- 
|)rovements were the nminificent de 
fence game put up by the left side of 
the line, the passing among the 
halves and an entire absence of col- 
lisions in the back field, quickness in 
forming up, and an anu)iiiit of snap 
aud Rincer which far surpassed any- 
thing they have shown to date. The 
left side of the line, the weakest spot 
in the team in recent games and 
practices, 'came back' with a ven- 
geance: Queen's had evidently beard 
of this weak s|iot nnd sent fully 80 
p. c. of their bucks there hut Uighy 
nnd Timmini put up as fine a defen- 
sive game as has been seen on the 
campus in years and hardly a yard 
was made through tlicm; the defence 
work of the whole line can hardly bo 
praised to(j Ktron,','ly. They held like 
a stone wall on bucks at all sta^ea 
of the f;ame, their only weakness be- 
ing some blocked kicks in the first 
half. Murray, playing up on the line 
on a kick formation, was a little 
light for the heavy Queen's wings 
when playing between Watcrous and 
Laing; but when he moved in be- 
tween Johnson and Waterous and got 
support from both of them, and Wat- 
erous moved out, the Queen's wings 
were completely smothered and the 
line was as tiglit as a drum. If this 



formation is played on Saturday 
there should be no blocked kicks. 
The bucking was good on the whole, 
Johnson, Timmins anil Dipliy star- 
ring in this department, while Laing 
Kot away for a couple of fine runs 
round the end. John.son nnd Watcr- 
ous were, as usual, a tour of strength 
on defence. 

The individual work of the mem- 
bers (jf the back division has already 
been reviewed in thesi" columns and 
they iin iucstiouably form the strong- 
est combination since the champion 
team of 190G nnd would compare fav- 
orably with the best that ever wore 
the Rod and White. If only their com- 
binaliun ami passinc continue to im- 
lirove as they havi' been doing in 
the last week, they slmuld be able to 
pull off some of the most spectacular 
runs ever seen on the campus: with 
a running half with the speed, dodg- 
ing powers, and ability to get .start- 
ed <iuickly of Massiiji ihcre are very 
few outside wines in Canada who can 
slop thiisc I'lius nvnunil the end, if 
the l assing is accurate, Und runs 
.iml (inside kicks "were the big ground 
gaining plays against Queen's and 
they arc the plays that ought to de- 
feat Toronto. I'^inl runs should be 
used more often tluin they were on 
Saturday as almost everyone result- 
ed in a big gain. The onsidc kick 
was worked belter than it has ever 
been worked before this year nnd In 
the last (piartcr Murray placed them 
perfectly. Karlier in the game they 
went a good deal too far anil not far 
enough to the side but if attention is 
given to this in this week's prac- 
tices it should keep the Toronto 
halves guessing all the time and de- 
moralize them quicker than anything 
else. llillington's kicking was, of 
course, maguifieeni , but if only he 
coulil kick them a littli' higher, they 
would be far more effective. Maynard 
is by far the most dangerous man on 
the Toronto team and everyone 
knows his powers of running through 
a broken field when he h:is a ch.ince 
to get started. We cannot afford to 
let him get started on Saturday and 
higher kicking is the only way to 
effectually prevent hira; we can de- 
pend on the outside wings to do the 
rest. Kicking over the touch lino is 
also a dangerous game against n 
team like Toront'-. There were 3 or 
4 of these kicks on Saturday which 
ahowed the Queen's halves to get 
away for good gains when a kick 
down ' the centre of the field would 
have -given the wings a chance to nail

TORONTO UNIVERSITY and McGILL 



The approach of Saturday's big football game with Tor- 
oniii \i, wed in the liKht of the ureal clmnj>:c to which we 
referred ou Mond.iy santjests a long and interesting series 
o£ associations and reminiscences. Kver since the first ath- 
letic competifion between McGtll ond Toronto some thirty 
years avo tlie evolnt":on ami growth of the two Universities 
have been following similar lines. Uudergradiiute organisa- 
tion in both institutions has^ proceeded' apace and while each 
eolleve t ikes a justifiable pride in what it considers its own 
lire eaiiiience, it is surely not. amiss to east a retiospective 
L-laiiee at our relations in the past and thus to indicate fho 
iendcncie.s which may be expcctc-l to operate in tlio future. 

For about twenty years the only bond of interest which 
linked Toronto and McCi;! w s Hi ipn'ial football game, an 
event whicli ampiy repaid its year's preparation. Wbile eom- 
iietition Was of the keeiie.i Mctiiil usually maiiau'ei, to keep 
in the lead. 'I'lie scenes of eiitliiisiasm which marked this 
annual evtnt have become almost historic and have been 
made the backgrownd of sevçnit'. «oiks of fiction and numer- 
ous short stories. 
In 1S2.S tljf. ini'ëreollej;iale league was fi>rnied and since 
oatJ 6very season has ln.d its elmr.ip'onshli) series. And 
these last thirteen years Ij ivç certainly ^ liaf-veai for 
Toronto. Of thç tllhtfcen illiimpionships no less than seven 
have pone to the blue and white, while Mctiiil can claim but 
two, one in r.lil2 and nil" in r.ini'.. In fact df l„t,J years 
McGill h's becimiç rather atcuslonicd to ncjVpling the an- 
hiiiil verdict of defeat being content witll Ihe consciousness 
of liavin:; done her best. All tills lias had a somewhat de.id- 
eniiif; ai^ect en student activity. \Ve are not preaching any 
"Win or Die" duel rim', hit we el.'iiia lliil, pe.petiial failure 
is a discoiiraeiii'i and pai aly;.in>; ideiniiit, r.nd that MctliU's 
non-success in athletics during the past ilei'ade was largely 
responsible for the lack of initiative and enterprise display- 
ed in undergraduate organizations. To attest this we need 
only cite that the promise of a change has already worked 
stand a irood rhaiiee to win first honours in their respective 
stand a >:ooli chance to wm first Inaiours in their resiiective 
leaRues is (ImIuj.' a !,'rcat deal to awaken interest ;ind enthus- 
iasm. Toronto lilts experioileod similar situations and has 
benefitted from tliat experience. Their undergraduate activ- 
ities have received an impulse and a stimulus from success 
in athletics which nothinK else could possibly have supplierV. 
Let us hope that in tlie cycle of fate -Medill is about to reap 
.'■(line of llie lien. 'fils which formerly li.i been the iiU'iiopoly 
of her rival. In any evciil we ran r.'sl assniiMl that the 
eliivalrolls spirit 1 f fair iaiiuLd eoaipctilh 11 mio llie sejf 
discipline of enlightened amateurism will remain the distin- 
guishing marks of our relations with the University of Tor- 
onto. 




An essenti.il 01 I'niveisity s:riit as distinct from seetiiai- 
nlism and localism is thai tliere .-lioiii d he a common bomi 
of sympntliy between faculty and undert;niduntcs— a mutual 
appreciation of the diltieulties and pnddcms of each. Hap- 
pily this is a rapidly growing factor in the life of .McGill. 
Tliere was a time, aud that not so very long distant, when 
the best relations which iniiln be IioIk il f.u between faculty 
and sliideiits was a sort of vei'ed bo.- 1 1 1: t',- and distiiist. 
This period we can now regard as a trait of oiir .Mediaeval- 
ism. We have emerged into a broader 1 nd more generous 
lipht of sympathy, orgnniKaticn and co-oper.nti n. The rul- 
ing I'.ody of the University ha.s seen fit to entrust the un- 
dergraduates with a full measure of anton >my an 1 the trust 
has not been betrayed, lii the same way the unil.'r-iadiiates 
have come more and mon to si'e'i assistance and a Ivice frmn 
their academic superiors. 'llie crowning instance of the 
growth of a better spirit of mutual good-will was the es- 
taWishment of eight o-clock lectures in the Faculty of Ap- 
plied Bciencel in order to enable the athletic clubs to make 
adequate pi I'paratioii for their contetts. The action of the 
faculty in this case was appreciated to the full, by the stud- 
ent boily and regarded as a happy aiimiry for the future. 

There are of course trying problems and misiindei standings 
which arise from time to time but we hope to be al<|le to 
minimize these by more careful scrutiny Into tlic exact de- 
tails and facts ivhich ft"c involved. There is, for instance, 
the case of the two football players who were unable to ac- 
company tbi' McCill team to Toronto owinu to examinations 
which the' facility of Aiiplied .'Science could not iiostpone. 
Consid'crable unpleasant fi'ding was caii.sed at the tune Imt 
when the smoke had cleared away we are in a position to 
see more clearly that undergraduate resentment was unmer- 
ited by the facts of the case as seen from l oth sides. When 
the Literary Society discussed tlie ((iie.stion, not even the 
football club was fully aware of all the circumstances as has 
been evinced by latf- deve.'opmeuts. It seems that the faeiil 
ty did everythlni; possil 'c to meet the wi^-lies of the stud- 
ents and that tlie two players in iiuestion expressetl their 
satisfaction. It seems a pity that some member of the fac- 
ulty did not make a statement, of the case and clear up the 
niTair earlier. To the mass of the student.'^ it seemed as if 
the players had tieeii unfairly tre.-ited, and this is wliy tlie 
discussion ensued. ' We are glad, however, to be able to 
state that th; incident is a past chapter and the faculty 
exonerated in the main points.
